whose wrath at various times 
centered on Negroes, Jews, po- 
litical opponents and the U.S. 
Navy, was stricken with a heart 
attack Wednesday night at his 
Idlewild plantation. 


He had been released Monday 


from a New Orleans hospital 
where he was treated for a 
heart attack suffered on Jan. 10. 


Perez once declared he would 


oppose racial integration 
"til 


death." He was excommunicat- 
ed in 1962 for blocking the open- 
ing of a Plaquemines parochial 
school 
which 
had 
admitted 


Negroes.

Street, (across from th 
office), Tsxarkana Ark 


Fishing Boats

LIMA, Peru (AP) *• Peru 


seised two more U.S. tuna boats 
but released them Wednesday 
night after their captains paid 
$25,000 in fines. 


The incident could complicate 


the negotiations John Irwin, a 
special representative of Presi- 
dent Nixon, is beginning with 
the Peruvian government over 
the expropriation of U.S. oil 
properties. 


Irwin, who arrived last week, 


declined to comment on the sei' 
zure of the two ships from San 
Diego, Calif., the Cape Anne 
and the San Juan, 23 miles off 
the north coast of this Andean 
nation. 


A Peruvian torpedo boat took 


the two U.S. ships in tow. Peru 
claims a 200-mile territorial 
fishing limit while the United 
States and mo t other nations 
recognize a 12-mile limit. 


For the San Juan, whose cap- 


tain had to pay a $17,000 fine, it 
was the second encounter with 
Peruvian 
naval power. 
Last 


Feb. 14, when a gunboat seized 
another U.S. ship, the San Juan 
was fired on. 


The Cape Anne, whose cap- 


tain paid an $8,000 fine, was in- 
volved in a similar incident in 
1965 
when it sailed under the 


name 
Mayflower, 
maritime 


sources here said. Then it was 
sailing 75 miles offshore when a 
Peruvian vessel fired at it, 
slightly wounding an American 
seaman. 


In Washington, several con- 


gressmen called for reprisals 
against Peru, and Rep. Thomas 
M. Pelly, R-Wash., said there 
have been nearly 80 "illegal" 
seizures of American tuna boats 
on Latin-American coasts since 
1961." 


Rep. 
Edward A. Garmatz, D- 


Md., introduced a resolution de- 
manding the return of the U.S. 
destroyer Isherwood, which is 
on loan to Peru. U.S. law al- 
ready provides for the return of 
such warships from countries 
that illegally seize U.S. fishing 
boats. 


Irwin is continuing his talks 


with government officials about 
the expropriation of the Interna- 
tional Petroleum Co., a subsidi- 
ary of Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey

There are indications" thafthe 


$690 million debt Peru claims 
the company owes it may be ne- 
gotiable which could lead to an 
agreement on the seized proper- 
ty. 


Irwin also has conferred with 


American mining officials and 
representatives of the fishing in- 
dustry but there was no indica- 
tion the fishing dispute had been 
discussed. 


Change Comes 
in Behavior 
of Sirhan

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


change has come in the court- 
room behavior of Sirhan Bis- 
hara Sirhan as his mind is 
probed, poked and dissected day 
after day before the jury trying 
him for the murder of Robert F. 
Kennedy. 


Once attentive, he now barely 


glances at the witnesses. Once 
easily aroused to fury by any 
suggestion that he Is mentally 
ill, Sirhan now sits quietly—al- 
most 
dreamily—as 
psycholo- 


gists say he is sick and getting 
sicker. 


There was one such occasion 


Wednesday 
as Dr. 
Roderick 


Richardson described him var- 
iously as: 


Paranoid, bitter, rebellious, 


wordy, power-oriented, depend- 
ent, moralistic, 
vulnerable, 


frail, unpredictable, legalistic, 
critical, suspicious, unreason- 
able, aggressive and socially in. 
adequate, 


Sirhan busied himself reading 


a small stack of cards and tele- 
grams sent him for his 25th 
birthday. 


To observers who have been 


in court with Sirhan for more 
than 10 weeks of trial, it is ob- 
vious that he dislikes being Dor- 
trayed as mentally ill, but his 
attorneys say he now realizes 
that it might save his life. 


If the jury can be persuaded 


that 
irhan was mentally inca* 


pable of meaningfully premedi- 
tating the killing, it could return 
a lesser-verdict than firsUie- 
gree murder, which calls for life 
imprisonment or the gas cham- 
ber. 


"Hr. Sirhan at the toe of 


the assassination/' Richardson 
said, "was is a state of gatfter- 
ing paranoidal rage. Assassina- 
tion serves as a release for a lot 
oj pent-up paranoid feeling."

24 Persons

crashed and burned while land* 
ing in a heavy fog this morning

Airport and one report said 19 
men were killed. 


Fire Chief William Mancuso 


of Kenner, who set up a tempo* 
rary morgue at the airport, said 
there were 19 bodies visible In 
the wreckage. 


Earlier, a spokesman for the

there were 24 persons 


aboard the DC3 and state police 
reported 11 survivors. 


None of the survivors was list- 


ed in serious condition and only 
three were admitted to the hos- 
pital.

Rebellion 
in Anguilla 
Put Down

ANGUILLA (AP) - 
British 


troops, broiled under the Carib- 
bean sun today as they went 
through the motions of military 
occupation, the Anguillans re- 
mained 
quiet 
following 
the 


bloodless invasion of their tiny 
island. 


"Doesn't this sun ever go 


down?" 
complained 
a 
sun- 


burned paratrooper 
manning a 


highway checkpoint, 


The 35-square-mile island has 


few 
trees, and many of the 


young men flown out from cold, 
gloomy Britain were badly sun- 
burned a few hours after their 
dawn landing Wednesday, Tem- 
peratures were In the upper 80s. 


The 6,000 Anguillans offered 


no armed resistance to the occu- 
pation by 135 British paratroop- 
ers and marines, and there was 
only one major emotional out- 
burst. When acting 
President 


Ronald Webster called on Brit- 
ish officers at their command 
headquarters 
Wednesday, 
a 


crowd of about 300 of his people 
hoisted him to their shoulders, 
shouted their support and sang 
the Anguillan freedom song to 
the tune of the Battle Hymn of 
the Republic. 


Webster went to the school- 


house headquarters to arrange 
a meeting with the occupiers, 
which he said would be held to- 
day. However, he said he would 
hold no formal negotiations until 
the British troops are with- 
drawn. 


Webster also protested the in- 


vasion in a note to London 
Wednesday night. 


Anthony Lee, an official from 


London installed by the invasion 
force as commissioner for the 
island, said the British occupa- 
tion might last several years. 
But the paratroops and marines 
are expected to depart soon, 
leaving a detachment of London 
police to keep the Union Jack 
flying. 


The British government has 


assured the Anguillans they will 
not be forced back into federa- 
tion with the Island of St. Kitts. 
They seceded from the federa- 
tion May 31, 1967, complaining 
that the federation's prime min- 
ister, 
Robert 
L. Bradshaw, 


treated them as stepchildren.

Stewart told the British House 
.of. Commons. the occupation 
would give all .concerned a 
breathing space to determine 
where their real Interests lie.

ROCK (AP) - A 


National Education Association 
report says state and local gov- 
ernments In Arkansas are col- 
lecting a smaller percentage of 
their residents' income In taxes 
than the nation as a whole. 


Arkansas ranked 29th among 


the states in the percentage of 
personal income collected in 
taxes by state and local govern- 
ments, the report said. 


Based on the 1966-67 fiscal 


period, the figures showed Ar- 
kansans paid 9.5 per cent of 
their personal income in taxes 
to state and local governments. 
The national average is 9.8. 


The per capita total tax col- 


lections In Arkansas during the 
period 
was 
$198.79, 
which 


ranked 47th among the states, 
according to the report. The na- 
tional average was $309.51. 


Arkansas ranked 12th among 


the states in the amount of fed- 
eral aid required per capita. 


Other tax comparisons offered 


in the report included: 


— Arkansas 
ranked 
46th 


among states in the amount of 
property tax collected by local 
governments per capita. 


- The state ranked 44th in the 


percentage of the total tax rev- 
enues of the state and local 
governments accounted for by 
property taxes. 


— It ranked 49th among states 


in per capita personal Income 
In 1967. The national average 
was $3,159, Arkansas' figure 
was $2,099. Mississippi was the 
lowest with $1,896.

the1 states during- the 


current fiscal year In the aver- 
age salaries of public school in- 
struction stiffs. The estimated 
annual salary in Arkansas is 
$6,291 and the national average

Gingivitis Is Linked 
To Menstrual Cycle

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I always seem to get sore 
gums during my menstrual 
period. Your comment will 
be appreciated.—E. B. 


ANSWER: Some women, 


during their menstrual pe- 
riod, 
show 
an 
increased 


tendency to "sore gums." 
It's not uncommon for gums 
to swell, bleed easily and be 
painful. Sometimes canker 
sores appear. 


These symptoms are usu- 


ally mild and of short dura- 
tion, 
coinciding with 
the 


length of the menstrual pe- 
riod. However, some women 
say they begin some days 
prior to the onset of men- 
struation and become most 
severe during it. 


Secondary gum infections 


may extend the duration and 
severity of "menstrual gin- 
givitis. This is particularly 
so in mouths thai have not 
had regular dental care or 
good home care, and those 
in which there are broken- 
down teeth, large cavities, 
rough margins of fillings and 
poor fitting crowns, bridges 
and partial dentures. 


Menstrual gingivitis can 


be classified with other re- 
lated 
gum inflammations 


that occur during puberty.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's Incorporation in 1875. 


1899 -Star of Hope found- 


ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
dally by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 
—Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. TuUis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying In 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made It 
a companion paper to their new 
dally, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended In 
1922. 


1926 
— Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to

Generation 
Gap Working 
in Reverse 


SWARTHMORE,' Pa. (AP) - 


The dean of women at Swarth- 
more College says the genera- 
tion gap isn't 'just a case of 
adults not talking to or under- 
standing young people—it's of- 
ten the other way around. 


Barbara Pearson Lange said 


the widening generation gap is 
one of the reasons she's quitting 
her post at the suburban Phila- 
delphia school after seven years 
as dean. 


When young people say "don't 


talk to anyone over 30," the 58- 
year-old dean said, "then people 
over 50 really haven't a chance 
to be effective with them." 


"There Is no difficulty in stu- 


dents coming to talk to me when 
they have a protest to make, 
The difficulty is to get them to 
listen to me and my point of 
view," she said in an interview 
by Deborah Cvedoff in the Phil- 
adelphia Evening Bulletin. 


"The technique I have used 


and I can recommend it to par- 
ents—is to listen very carefully 
and then to use the question 
method; ask them what they 
would do if they were me. In 
other words, get them to play a 
role," the dean said. 


Dean Lange, sister of colum- 


nist Drew Pearson, said despite 
the widening gap, she felt she 
still understood young people. 


"Once my youngest daughter 


was out of college," about two 
years ago, she said, "I felt I no 
longer had my finger on the 
pulse of what youth needed or 
wanted. But that does not mean 
I feel out of step with today's 
college students." 


Dean 
Lange, who has six 


grandchildren, said she has of- 
ten bad to serve as a mediator 
trying to help parents under- 
stand their daughters' points of 
view. 


"I am not sure that young 


people think we have a great

We didn't fish, and hadn't time 


for much exploring of the lake, 
this being a shake-down to test 
engines and boats. For all prac- 
tical purposes we were a couple 
of lost dogs on a strange lake — 
knowing noting about depths or 
channels. 


Millwood is quite shallow ex- 


cept for the old channel of Little 
River, and channel markers 
generally are scarce. I found the 
same condition on Dardanelle 
Lake, on the Arkansas River, 
last year. New lakes are slow 
to be developed — and the first 
requirement 
in 
development 


work is the marking of channels 
so boatmen will know where the 
safe water Is. 


This doesn't necessarily apply 


to fishermen exploring shallow 
water between standing trees. 
They have shallow-draft boats 
and small engines — and happy 
thousands are 
jamming Mill- 


wood In season. Nevertheless 
the present marking of Millwood 
is Inadequate for safe recrea- 
tion, just as It Is with Dar- 
danelle — and we've a long way 
to go on this development. 


I can't give you any depth sta- 


tistics as yet because I was try- 
ing out a new depthometer and 
didn't solve its calibration until 
the end of the day. I bought it 
because of conditions I encount- 
ered last year on Dardanelle, re- 
cognizing that the same condi- 
tions exist on present Millwood 
— requiring an electronic chan- 
nel-finder. 


I used a depth-sounder on an 


earlier boat and published a lot 
of statistics about soundings on 
the Narrows and Lake Ouachlta. 
But the depthometer was a.Rayi" 
theon with a fixed calibration on 
a single scale going to 120 feet. 
The new one is a Jefferson with 
a double scale which can be 
switched from 24-foot limit to 
250 feet. But the Jefferson has 
a sensitivity control which has 
to be "zeroed in." 


By that I mean, you drop a 


weighted line at the dock, deter- 
mine the depth, then twist the 
sensitivity knob until the instru- 
ment shows that depth. After 
that the machine should read 
correctly at all depths. 


But I learned this only at the 


end of the day. I'll tend to the 
calibration on my next outing — 
and give you some readings on 
the big lake that's just a half- 
hour's drive from Hope, with 
paved roads all the way. 


Peterson was no help with my 


depthometer. He was having 
trouble of his own — something 
about the high-speed jet on his 
engine's carburetor. He, like I, 
resolved his trouble just as day 
ended.

Lose 351 in 
Week of War

SAIGON (AP) - the U.S. 


Command announced today that 
351 Americans were killed Iliac* 
tlon in Vietnam last week, push" 
ing the total of U.S. battlefield 
dead to 10,112 in the 10 months 
since the Paris peace talks be- 
gan and to 33,063 in more than 
eight years of war. 


The American toll last week 


was 15 more than the previous 
week's total and raised the 
number of Americans killed in 
the first three weeks of the Viet 
Cong's spring offensive to 1,140, 
only 240 less than the 1,380 U.S. 
troops reported killed during the 
eight weeks of 1969 prior to the 
offensive. 


If the current casualty rate 


continues the total of American 
dead In the Vietnam war will 
exceed the Korean war toll of 
33,629 by the end of this month. 
More Americans then will have 
been killed in Vietnam than in 
any other war in U.S. history 
except the Civil War and the 
two world wars. 


The U.S. Command said 1,401 


Americans were wounded last 
week, compared with 1,694 the 
week before. 


South Vietnamese casualties 


were 325 killed and 1,156 wound- 
ed, up from 259 and 1,058 the 
previous week, the government 
said. Despite the mounting al- 
lied casualties, the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese were 
paying a far heavier price for 
their offensive. 


U.S. headquarters said 4,137 


of the enemy were killed last 
week, bringing the total enemy 
dead to at least 119,100 since the 
Paris talks began last May and 
to at least 465,479 since the Unit- 
ed States entered the. war on 
Jan. 1,1961.

spokesmen said more 


than 20 rounds of 100-pound 
rockets and mortars hit two 
buildings at the U.S. Navy's 
Camp Tien Sha, a Navy cargo 
loading pier, a Seabee base, a 
Navy hospital and a Marine air 
base.
